TO  CHRISTIANITY. 


The  la*t  issue  oi  the  Krnnin  i* 
■^specially  interesting  to  me,  and  I 
-hope  you  will  not  think  me  selfish, 
when  I say  that  so  much  LotiUiuna 
New*  i*  what  particularly  interest* 
me. 

If  the  “Baptiki  (ieneral  Meeting 
at  Mt.  Lebanon  does  not  hear  much 
fruit,  then  will  I confess  that  I have 
not  learned  to  read  the  signs,  no  ] 
in  list  believe  there  i*  something  else 
»n  that  Fig  tree  beside*  leave*. 

The  most  important  question  to 
my  mind  considered  hy  the  hreth- 
ron  there  was  ••The  Uelutioii  of  Ed- 
ucation to  Christianity." 

“The  world  by  wisdom  knew  not 
Hod.”  While  1 am  a strong  advo- 
cate of  education,  still  I would  qual- 
ify the  term.  If  education  is  to 
consist  alone  of  mental  culture  to 
the  exclusion  of  heart  culture  a*  it 
does  in  a large  majority  of  instances 
then  1 contend  that  Education  is  op- 
posed to  Christianity,  that  the  grad- 
uate of  the  literary  schools,  with  a 
smattering  of  science,  i*  farther  from 
Christianity,  than  the  most  unlet- 
tered rustic,  whose  mind  unbiased 
stand*  open  to  conviction,  while  if 
tho  education  consisted  iu  training 
which  had  tor  its  prime  object  the 
salvation  of  the  soul,  and  the  resto- 
ration of  man  to  the  proper  position 
in  reference  to  hi*  Maker  and  tin* 
grand  purpose*  for  whieh  he  was 
created,  the  glory  of  God.  then 
would  the  order  be  changed  and  the 
skeptic  would  he  only  tin*  exception  i 
in  tho  grand  work  of  -Christian 
Education.” 

For  what  do  we  educate  our  chil- 
dren * Is  it  that  they  may  the  bet- 
ter smved  in  life.

“There  are  not  many  wise 
etc.,  chosen,’*  or  is  it  simply  because 
what  people  arc  wont  to  call  a I 
“Christian  Education  ’ ha*  led  them  j 
away  from  the  simple  teachings  id  j 
the  gospel  ot  Christ. 

I would  not  have  you  think  lor  j 
one  moment  that  I oppose  education  ] 
and  yet  I say,  and  I trust  that,  1 re- 1 
aiize  tlie  full  import  of  the  truth  it*!
